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Liquor Store at Plaza 


Opposed by City Council

A liquor license request pro- 
vided the spark for an explo- 
sive. discussion between the 
Greenbelt City Council and a 
Beltway Plaza representative at 
the February 12 regular council 
meeting. ; 

Marc “Kap” Kapastin, a 
lawyer representing Beltway 
Plaza, appeared before council 
to request the city’s support of 
a new class A liquor license 
for a liquor store at Beltway 
Plaza. The store would be 
owned by Beltway Plaza owner 
Sidney Brown and located near 
the Giant Supermarket, at the 
location of a previous liquor 
store. 

Council had the choice of 
supporting, opposing, or taking 
no position on the license ap- 
plication. 

Kapastin said that Beltway 
Plaza had decided to open the 
store in response to requests 
from plaza customers, particu- 
larly those shopping, at Giant 
who wanted to be able to buy 
wine im-addition to their gro- 
ceries. Kapastin- said. that 
Beltway Plaza would like to be 
a “one-stop mall,” and added 
that plaza customers must pres- 
ently make a “dangerous” trip 
across busy Greenbelt Road to 
buy liquor. 


Councilmembers quickly 
voiced their concerns about the 
application. Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts expressed his 
view that the plaza would be 
more family-oriented if there 
were no liquor store. J Davis 
was also concerned about 
whether minors would be pre- 
vented from buying alcohol, 
and she asked whether the 
store’s promotional signs 
would be in accordance with a 
signage agreement presently 
being negotiated between the 
city and Beltway Plaza. 

Kapastin said that there 
would be “strenuous” enforce- 
ment of the law against selling 
to minors, adding that it was 
in Brown’s best interests to 
prevent any problems of this 
sort at the plaza. The signs, 
he said, would be in accor- 
dance with the agreement, and 
the store would not need “blar- 
ing promotional material” in 
any case. 

As councilmembers contin- 
ued to state their opposition to 
the license, Kapastin stated in 
frustration, “I think that you 
are wholly overreacting to this 
application.” Kapastin seemed 
particularly disturbed by ques- 
tions as to whether a liquor 
store was really needed at 
Beltway Plaza. “I think it’s in 


a way insulting and demeaning 
for you to say, “We don’t like 
this,’ in a paternalistic sense,” 
he said. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens replied, “I’m not telling 
you what you can and cannot 
handle; that’s your business. 
I’m telling you what I think is 
good for the community; that’s 
my business.” 

Roberts added, “You said it 
yourself; We don’t need it.” 

Kapastin clarified his re- 
mark by saying that the store 
would not “make or break” the 
plaza financially, but that it 
was something that plaza cus- 
tomers wanted. “We're asking 
for a license at a location 
where there was a liquor store 
for many, many, many years,” 
he said. “I’m not aware of 
any problems that occurred 
there.” 

City resident Doug Love 
spoke up in the meeting to say 
that he is a plaza customer 
who is glad that the old liquor 
store is gone. He cited several 


examples of stores in the area 


which he said had gone out of 
business because they were lo- 
cated next to liquor stores 
whose patrons caused trouble. 
Mayor Antoinette Bram said 


that council “may be overreact-

Deer a Major Problem at BARC 
Council Is Told at Meeting

There are 2,500 deer living 
on the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center (BARC), said 
Tim Badger, Chief, Farm 
Operations Branch. This is 
“one of the highest, densest 
concentrations of deer in the 
state,” explained Clifton Horton 


of the Maryland Department of 


Natural Resources. 

These and other BARC offi- 
cials met with the Greenbelt 
city council to explain their 
first ever public hunt of deer on 
BARC. The council 
worksession on Wednesday, 
January 17 was a frank and 
open discussion of the impact 
of deer on BARC, deer hunting, 
and other issues affecting 
Greenbelt and BARC. 
Councilmembers expressed con- 
cerns about the safety of the 
hunt and-BARC officials ex- 
plained procedures in detail. A 
full review will be done at 
BARC this year of the public 
hunt and council will be told of 
the findings, 

Three years ago 50 acres of 
crops were lost because of deer; 
and this past year it was 150 
acres, said Badger. The deer 
damage to wild plants is also 
evident, he continued. For this 
year for the first time a browse 


line is clearly evident. This 
means that in places in the 
woods, plants from the ground 
up to several feet in height are 
gone and a person can see for 
many yards into the woods. 

With 2,500 deer in BARC, it 
averages out to 50 to 60 deer 
per square kilometer. This is 
Six to seven times above the 
amount of deer that the local 
environment can comfortably 
support. The deer population is 
expected to double each year 
unless measures are taken. 

The idea of a public hunt of

deer on BARC is to get the 
numbers of deer down to where 
they are compatible to their en- 
vironment and are not eating 
themselves out of house and 
home, said Horton. Studies 
show that the most effective 
and cheapest deer control 
method is public hunting. This 
is the first year of the public 
hunt and it has been very suc- 
cessful, he continued. These 
special public hunts are the 


wave of the future as other 
parks deal with deer overpopu- 

lation. 
Another problem with an 
overpopulation of deer is Lyme

Plan to Open Cleaners 
Derailed by Zoning Error

Confusion over the zoning 
of a small parcel of land at 
the northeast corner of the 
intersection of Hanover Park- 
way and Ora Glen Drive has 
apparently derailed the plans 
of Supreme Cleaners, Inc. to 
locate in an existing one-story 
building on the tract. 

In a statement to the News 
Review, Dick Selleh, 
Supreme’s. president, said he 
was told by the tract’s owners, 
Midland Companies, that the 
land was zoned Commercial 
Shopping Center (C-S-C), a 
use that would permit a clean- 
ing establishment. “We had a 
meeting of the minds with the 
owners and were provided a 
lease around the end of Octo- 
ber,” Selleh noted, adding that 
the lease was executed with 
Midland on November 30, 
1995. “Custom-crafted” 
equipment was purchased for a 
shirt laundry and “over-the- 
counter retail only” in Novem- 
ber, and Selleh received a 
county permit to move ahead 
in early December. 

However when Selleh, a 
Greenbelt resident and presi- 
dent of the Greenbrook Village 
Homeowners’ Association, ap- 
plied for a required city per- 
mit, he was advised that the 
property was zoned Commer- 
cial Office (C-O), a zoning 
category that would not permit 
a dry cleaning establishment. 

According to the city’s 
Planning and Development Di- 
rector Celia Wilson, the city 
solicitor had inquired into the 
possibility of the city’s leasing 
the building in September 
1995. When advised by Mid- 
land Companies that the prop- 
erty was zoned C-S-C, the 
city’s planning staff and the 


_ solicitor researched the matter 


further and verified that the 
actual zoning was C-O. Wil- 
son said the building owner 
was advised at the time. 


MNCPPC Erred 

Upon further investigation, 
Selleh said “the Maryland Na- 
tional Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission (MNCPPC) 
stated that they made a cleri- 
cal error in 1988 when they 
were transposing zoning map 
designations. They mistakenly 
marked this property as C-S-C, 
when it has been C-O all 
along.” : 

In a December 12 letter from 
MNCPPC, Selleh was advised 
that the property “is zoned C-S- 
C ... and permits a ‘Laundry 
Store or Plant’ in the C-S-C 
Zone.” Then, in a reversal on 
December 15, MNCPPC in- 
formed Selleh that “this office 
erred on December 12, in advis- 
ing you that .., the property is 
classified in the C-S-C Zone. 
The 200' scale Zoning Map is 
incorrect. The Sectional Map 


Amendment for the Greenbelt 


area did not identify a change in 


the zoning category of this 
property.. Therefore, no rezon- 
ing could have occurred,” 

Consequently, in order for 
Selleh to move ahead with his 
plans, an application must be 
made to the county for a Zon- 
ing Map Amendment or a text 
amendment change. 

In the meantime, Selleh and 
Gary Modjeska of Midland ap- 
pealed for support from the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Com- 
mittee (GEAC) on February 1. 
According to the minutes of - 
the meeting, GEAC indicated 
the “unlikelihood” of the com- 
mittee endorsing the dry clean- 
ing/shirt laundry store. Since 
GEAC has opposed retail use 
in the area - a restaurant park 
- concern was raised about 
“the question of GEAC’s vul- 
nerability to legal action by 
previous petitioners, whose re- 
quest for exceptions or waiv- 
ers to the covenants had been 
opposed.” 

However, GEAC suggested 
that Selleh consider meeting 
With various homeowner 
associations in Greenbelt East. 
GEAC representatives were 
also asked to present the issue 
to their respective boards for 
comment or action. 

Selleh indicated that his 
company, which includes his 
son Larry, has a substantial 


‘non-refundable investment in 


equipment for this store. In a 
memorandum to City Manager 
Dan Hobbs, Wilson observed, 
“The financial and business 
difficulty facing the Sellehs is 
the result of an error by the 
MNCPPC in the preparation of 
their zoning map, and the rep- 
resentation of incorrect zoning 
by the  building/property 
owner.” Apparently Midland 
was relying on the 200’ scale 
zoning map to support the C- 
S-C zoning. | 
The Sellehs already own 
dry-cleaning facilities in 
Suitland and Upper Marlboro.

On Hanover Lights 


The proposal to install street 
lights along Hanover Parkway 
between Greenbrook Drive and 
Megan Lane (Greenbelt News 
Review, January 25), certainly 
has merit, but there should be 
some concern that the new 
lights be effective and efficient. 
The growth of Greenbelt has 
resulted in a corresponding and 
often irritating increase in “light 
pollution.” Outdoor lighting is 
needed for safety, security, and 
so that we can see around us. 
The problem is that most out- 
door lighting in our area is not 
quality lighting that illuminates 
the areas that we need it for. 
Instead, we see lighting fixtures 
that allow a significant fraction 
of the light to go sideways and 
upward, thus producing the sky 
glow that blots out ail but the 
brightest stars. The projection 
of light toward the horizontal 
produces glare, which is never 
conducive to good lighting. 

An extreme example of glare 
can be seen near the 
NationsBank, where drivers are 
nearly blinded after turning 
from Hanover Parkway onto 
Ora Glen Drive. Poor lighting 
not only produces light trespass 
and a trashy looking, confusing 
nighttime environment, but 
wastes a lot of energy as well. 
Areas where efficient lighting is 
_ now used are benefiting from 
better lighting for their citizens, 
from considerable energy sav- 
ings, and from darker skies (but 
not darker streets). 

One effective way to study 
the issues is for the city to ap- 
point an outdoor lighting com- 
mittee or working group to ex- 
amine lighting requirements and 
to make recommendations for 
specific solutions. Many com- 
munities have adopted lighting 
control ordinances tailored to 
local needs. The Greenbelt 
City Council is now considering 
approval for the construction of 
a public observatory to be lo- 
cated somewhere in the Old 
Greenbelt area, possibly at 
Northway Fields. This project 
is sponsored by the Greenbelt 
Astronomy Club and.the facility 
would be used by Greenbelt 
residents for educational and 
public observing programs. 
The improvement of local out- 
door lighting would clearly be 
of great benefit to this en- 
deavor,

Fifty Years Ago

End of Isolation 


October, 1945—Fred W. 
Tuemmler, director of Planning 
of public roads for the Mary- 
land-National Park and Plan- 
ning Commission told a Citi- 
zens Association meeting that 
plans for a new super highway 
were not far enough along to 
reveal where it would go in 
Greenbelt. The road was to be 
a six-lane highway running be- 
tween Washington and Balti- 
more. It was expected that the 
new road would skirt Greenbelt 
and could run through the 
Schrom Airport. The new thor- 
oughfare, expected to reroute 
traffic and expedite travel be- 
tween the two metropolitan ar- 
eas was a subject of particular 
interest to the town, long accus- 
tomed to “splendid isolation.” 

The following week the pa- 
per reported that highway plan- 
ning arid construction were fur- 
ther along than the previous ar- 
ticle indicated. In fact, all 
right-of-way had been deter- 
mined for the super-highway 
except through Greenbelt. 
Clearing of land had actually 
taken place south of Riverdale 
Road right up to the town lim- 
its. Henry Walter urged the 
Citizens Association and town 
to act with speed if it were to 
carry any weight in the location 
of the highway. Besides influ- 
encing whether the road would 
be a few hundred feet or sev- 
eral thousand feet from existing 
Greenbelt homes, the citizens 
should be involved in whether 
this town would be connected 
directly to the highway by a 
cloverleaf access road or 
whether Glendale Road would 
serve as the connection. 

(Note: The  Baltimore- 
Washngton Parkway was initially 
conceived as a defense measure 
Meade with 
Washington, The road did come 
close to existing homes on 
Southway, probably to reduce 
the amount of Schrom property 
needed to be acquired for the 
road. However, a substantial 
piece of Schrom land was taken 
and caused one Schrom home, 
now overlooking the Beltway in- 
terchange next to the Holy 
Cross Lutheran Church, to be 
separated from the rest of the 
farm, Greenbelters eventually 
came to oppose the highway’s 
location next to the planned 
town. (Interestingly, such objec- 
tions apparently didn’t occur 
when the Capital Beltway was 
planned to cross the town in an 
east-west manner.)

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Take-Backs and Rollbacks 
From County, Says City

The Greenbelt City Council 
has expressed its concern to its 
delegation to the state legislature 
about the change in relationship 
between municipalities and the 
county resulting from county ac- 
tions which the city described as 
“takebacks and rollbacks.” Ina 
memorandum prepared for the 


legislators, the city said: “Con- 


tinuing deterioration of this rela- 
tionship is not good for the 
county or its residents. It will 
create an adversarial environ- 
ment. Suggestions on how to 
repair this relationship are 
sought.” ake 

The Council said its relation- 


ship with the previous County’ 


Executive (Parris Glendening, 
now the governor) was support- 
ive. As examples of the change, 
the city provided a long list of 
items. Leading the list was the 
freezing of the tax differential 
when last year’s budget. was 
adopted. Under the formula 
which had been followed for 
many years, municipal residents 
were due ‘a tax rate reduction; 
however, this would have caused 
the county to lose revenue, 
which it sorely needed to bal- 
ance its budget. 

Among the county cuts was a 
reduction in the landfill rebate 
the city receives from the 
county. Part of the landfill fee 
covers the costs of services the 
county provides to unincorpo- 
rated areas. Municipalities that 
provide these services receive a 
rebate. Greenbelt’s rebate was 
cut batk 63%, a drop in rev- 
enues of over $110,000. An- 
other cutback was withdrawal of 
support of the previously ap- 
proved Lakewood storm drainage 
improvement project, for which 
the county had set aside the nec- 
essary funding. The county has 
also imposed a new systems 
benefit charge at its landfill. It 
withheld its payment of police 
aid money and its contribution to 
the Greenbelt CARES youth ser- 
vices bureau, pending review of 
these programs. The county 
stopped paying half of the dues 
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for municipal membership in the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments. The police 
complain of delays in transport- 
ing prisoners to the county jail, 
and say that there have been de- 
lays in’ maintaining equipment 
for the MILES law enforcement 
communications ‘system main- 
tained by the county. ae 

City officials are also’ un- 
happy about the county’s opposi- 
tion to its efforts to obtain plan- 
ning and zoning authority, as 
well as the county’s failure to 
support Greenbelt’s position in 
plan reviews for Capital Office 
Park. In response, Greenbelt 
joined with other municipalities 
in a lawsuit against the county, 
charging that the freeze is illegal 
under state law. The 
councilmembers view many of 
the county’s actions since as re- 
taliation for the suit.

A Greenbelt Gardener

This can be the best time of 
the year for the gardener be- 
cause it is the time to dream of 
what this year’s garden can be 
like. The seed packets are in 
the stores and garden catalogs 
in the mail. The pictures they 
present are mouth watering and 
so much looks so good. 

Catalogs and seed packets 
are good sources of informa- 
tion, especially those of the bet- 
ter companies. Garden books 
and magazines are also full of 
useful information. And maga- 
zines will discuss the newest 
varieties. 

Some time spent now plan- 
ning the garden will save time 
and effort later. Get an idea of 
the number and types of plants 
you want to plant this year. 
And keep in mind how much 
time and work you want to put 
into the garden and plan ac- 
cordingly. 

Many trees and shrubs can 
now be pruned. The biggest 
exception is spring flowering 
shrubs. They have already pro- 
duced buds for this year’s flow- 
ering so pruning now will re- 
duce the display. The obvious 
pruning tasks are to cut out 
winter damaged branches and 
trimming back overgrown 
branches. 

The easiest way for beginners 
to learn to prune is to get a good 
garden book as a guide. Many 
general books have simple to fol- 
low drawings.. Pruning can be 
easy, but make sure to get the 
basics first.

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A Review 


Man Who Came to Dinner 
New Hit at pate Center

A sparkling production of 
“The Man Who Came to Din- 
ner” at the Greenbelt Arts Cen- 
ter (GAC) kept the audience 
laughing at the opening night 
performance on Saturday, Febru- 
ary 17. Anyone who enjoys 
fast-paced, sophisticated, literate 
comédy should. definitely not 
miss this one. The Greenbelt 
players provided the-most satis- 
fying evening I’ve spent at the 
theater-in quite a. while; this 
group just seems to get better 
and better. 

It was amazing how well the 
play held up, even though 60 
years have passed since it first 
opened on Broadway. Although 
there were plenty of topical allu- 
sions to the famous friends of 
the main character, Sheridan 
Whiteside (Shirley Temple and 
Admiral Byrd were among those 
who sent him Christmas pre- 
sents), these added an agreeable 
period flavor without making the 
play feel dated. 

Of course the basic situa- 
tion—the difficult guest who 
comes to dinner and stays, and 
stays, and stays—is a perennial 
social dilemma that has yet to 
be solved. Add a witty script 
by Moss Hart and George 
Kaufman at the top of their 
form, fast-paced direction by 
Keith Brown—who. knows the 
play inside and out, since this is 
his third production of “The 
Man Who Came to Dinner”’— 
and a sprightly cast of local ac- 
tors, some new. to GAC and oth- 
ers veterans, and you have a 
surefire recipe for a delightful 
evening at the theater. 


The Intolerable Guest 


Outrageous radio personality 
Sheridan Whiteside, whose char- 
acter is based gn the celebrated 
journalist Alexander Woollcott, 
is confined by an accident to the 
home of the Stanleys in a small 
Ohio town. The curmudgeonly 
Whiteside, played with admi- 
rable adroitness and splendid 
timing by Dan Brooks in his 
GAC debut, promptly takes over 
the household, insulting every- 
one in sight, commandeering the 
living and dining rooms, forbid- 
ding his hosts to use the tele- 
phone, and threatening to sue 
them because he has tripped and 
fallen on their premises. And 
this is only the start of his intol- 
erable but hilarious behavior. At 
first impressed by his fame, his 
bourgeois hosts—played with 
pompous outrage by Stephen 
Cox and fluttery shrieks by 
Nene Levine—can only stand by, 
enraged but helpless, as 
Whiteside meddles in their fam- 
ily affairs and welcomes a pa- 
rade of his famous and infamous 
friends—-some based on real-life 
celebrities of the time—into 
their home. 


Whiteside’s Visitors 


The most glamorous visitor is 
vampish Broadway star Lorraine 
Sheldon, for whom the play- 
wrights have dreamed up a par- 
ticularly memorable exit. She is 
played with brio by Millie 
Ferrara, looking far too young 
and sleek to have been active in 
local theater for 26 years. 
Ferrara carries off with exhibi- 
tionistic ease a slinky black 


satin cocktail suit dripping with 
furs, as well as a red sequinned 
evening gown slit up to here. 
Other guests include play- 
wright Beverly Carlton, flam- 
boyantly played by Stuart 
Fischer, who regales,the avid 
Whiteside with the latest “dirt” 
from the London theatrical 


scene; Hollywood comic Banjo, 


apparently based on Harpo 
Marx, played with convincing 
slapstick gusto by Mak Nichols, 
whose mugging is perfect for 
the part; and Professor Metz, 
acted in mad scientist mode by 
Jim Adams in a fright wig, who 
presents the invalid with a gift 
his hosts find especially repel- 
lent. 

The plot revolves around 
Whiteside’s machinations to pre- 
vent the resignation of his per- 
fect secretary, who is not only a 
paragon of efficiency but also 
knows how to keep him in line. 
Lissome Heather Quinn gives an 
outstanding performance in the 
role of Maggie, whose deflating 
ripostes to her insulting boss are 
delivered with wit and style. 

Maggie has inconvenienced 
her employer by falling in love 
with a local reporter, Bert, 
smoothly played by the engag- 
ing Norm Gleichman. The 
young journalist, an aspiring 
playwright, remains quite 
unfazed by Whiteside’s abuse. 
Bert isn’t the only wannabe-au- 
thor on the scene; even the local 
doctor, played by Jim Robertson, 
pulls out a thick manuscript in 
the course of tending to his ego- 
tistical patient, whose martyred 
response is, “Am _I to be spared 
nothing?” 


Other Ohioans 


Norma Ozur, long a favorite 
of GAC audiences, makes a de- 
licious and too-brief appearance 
as Mr. Stanley’s eccentric sister, 
Harriet, whose face is hauntingly 
familiar to the unwelcome guest. 
Sandy Hamlin as a long-suffer- 
ing nurse, Trix Whitehall and 
Marie Bowles as family friends 
whose gifts of calf’s foot jelly 
and a potted plant are ignomini- 
ously rejected, and Amy Kraft 
and Steve Harper as the cook 
and butler all turn in amusing 
performances. 

Winsome Lauren Zambreny is 
charming as the Stanleys’ young 
daughter, June, and the other ju- 
veniles in the cast, Kevin 
Flaherty and Hobbes O’Ferrell, 
produce creditable performances, 
as do the remaining members of 
the ensemble. 

Greenbelter Hopi Auerbach, 
who has been a member of 
GAC for four years, is to be 
congratulated on making her de- 
but as a producer with this fine 
show. 

On a less than positive note, 
the program for the play con- 
tained an outrageous number of 
typos and misspellings, includ- 
ing even the names of some un- 
fortunate cast members; also the 
typefaces were hard to read.

Lenore Thomas Exhibition 
At the Community Center 


by Dorothy Sucher 

In the depths of the Great 
Depression, a young woman in 
her twenties left an indelible 
mark on the planned town of 
Greenbelt, a town so new that 
it was still under construction 
when she. began her work. 
Lenore Thomas, a sculptor 
employed by the Works 
Progress Administration—a 
New Deal agency whose mis- 
sion was to find employment 
in public projects for the 
nation’s artists, some of whom 
were literally starving—cre- 
ated the Mother and Child 
statue in the heart of town, as 
well as the friezes on the 
Center School, now 
Greenbelt’s new community 
center. 

Cities need symbols around 
which a sense of community 
can begin to coalesce. Lenore 
Thomas gave us ours. It is 
fitting that the town should in- 
augurate the community 
center’s new art gallery with a 
retrospective exhibition of her 
work, “Beginning with 
Greenbelt,” scheduled to open 
on Friday, March 1, with a re- 
ception from 7 to 9 p.m. 

The show was curated by 
Barbara Simon, an artist and 
teacher who is chairperson of 
the Greenbelt Arts Advisory 
Board. She conceived the 
idea for the exhibit with 
Lenore Strauss, Thomas’s 
daughter. 


Thomas’s Later Work 


Simon stated recently, 
“Greenbelters know what 
Lenore Thomas did when she 
was 27 years old and working 
for the WPA in Greenbelt, but 
she had a long career afterwards 
that we’re not familiar with. 
That’s what’s so fascinating 
about this exhibit. Her early 
work is in the Social Realism 
style of the Thirties, but she 
later evolved a personal style 
that is very much her own. It 
continues to revolve around the 
huraan figure but becomes very 
lyrical and istrospective. She 
deals with her life and her 
struggles as an artist. In her 
last 15 years she began to do 


color printing—and using color 
is an enormous change for a 
sculptor. This work is very so- 
phisticated. It’s just stunning. 
And I think it'll come as a sur- 
prise.” 

The largest sculpture in the 
show is a statue, never before 
exhibited in Greenbelt, which 
was given to the City after 
Lenore Thomas asked her 
daughter. to find a permanent 
home for it, Lenore Strauss 
chose Greenbelt. The piece is 
an elongated bust of a woman 
with a “thoughtful face”—a 
favorite Thomas theme. After 
the show closes the piece will 
be kept on permanent display. 

Also on view is a group of 
engravings and wood blocks 
which were given to the City 
of Greenbelt in 1994 by 
Lenore Strauss. For the 
present exhibit, Strauss loaned 
several more of her mother’s 
prints, and she and her 
brother, Eric Strauss, loaned 
several pieces of sculpture 
from their private collections. 


Artistic Rebel 


Lenore Thomas was a rebel 
who dropped out of the Chi- 
cago Art Institute and then 
taught herself. to be a sculptor. 
She was born in Chicago in 
1909, lived for many years in 
Accokeek, Md., and died in 
1988 in Maine, where she had 
taught for years at the Hay- 
stack School of Crafts and 
worked communally with a 
group of local artists. 

She once said, “Young 
people want to know about 
being an artist sometimes, and 


IT ask them if they’re prepared 


for the work, and the disap- 
pointments, and the feeling 
that you have to do it all 
yourself, and if they say 
they're ready for that, I tell 
them to go ahead.” | 
“Beginning With Greenbelt” 
will run from March 1 to Au- 
gust 31 in the gallery of the 
Greenbelt Community Center, 
15 Crescent Road. For further 
information call 397-2208.

ing” because of past problems 
between the city and Beltway 
Plaza,. particularly the plaza’s 
recent opposition to 
Greenbelt’s attempt to gain its 
own planning and zoning au- 
thority. However, Putens and 
Roberts denied that their oppo- 
sition to the license had any 
connection with this issue. 
Kapastin said that the rea- 
sons that Beltway Plaza was 
opposed on that issue were ex- 
emplified by council’s “lack of 
focus” in the liquor store dis- 
cussion. He added, “You don’t 
trust us and we don’t trust 
you. Well, trust us on this.” 


Bram concluded that the 


store is “probably not a com- 
plete necessity in the commu- 
nity,” and that it might have a 
bad. effect on the city. Coun- 
cil voted unanimously to op- 
pose the application. 


| Potpourri 


The rest of the meeting was 
spent discussing smaller items: 

- Council approved the 
changes to the city code al- 
though Roberts still had 
qualms about the provision for- 
bidding the parking of cars that 
are unlicensed or have expired 
plates. City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi said that the county al- 
ready has such a law, so Rob- 
erts approved the changes “un- 
der protest.” Davis quipped 
that she was glad that that sec- 
tion wouldn’t be taken out and 
rewritten in a “War and Peace” 
fashion. 

- Sheldon Goldberg pre- 
sented a $500 check to the city 
on behalf of the Windsor Green 
Homeowners Association, of 
which he is president. The 
money was donated to help 
fund equipment for the police 
bicycle patrols. Goldberg said 
that he had initially been op- 
posed to these patrols, but that 
“they’ve been very effective at 
catching people doing things at 
playgrounds and at parks.” 

- City Treasurer Michael 


McLaughlin accepted an award 
for the city for excellence in 
governmental budgeting. This 


- is the ninth year that Greenbelt 


has received the Government 
Finance Officers Association 
Distinguished Budget Award; 
the city’s budget ‘was one of 26 
out of 653 budgets which was 
noted as being “outstanding.” 

- The Greenbelt Writers’ 
Group asked to be considered a 
city contribution group so that 
it could be allowed free use of 
the Community Center for its 
meetings. Council referred the 
request fo the city’s Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board. 

- Council introduced a reso- 
lution to establish a Community 
Mediation Service modelled af- 
ter the mediation board of the 
Prince Georges County Human 
Relations Commission. City 
Manager Daniel Hobbs noted 
the work of staff member Bar- 
bara Havekost in this area, 
prompting Bram to ask, “Could 
she be present during our bud- 
get process?” Hobbs replied, 
“You think that’s a nice thing 
to ask of a person?” 

- Council agreed to pay city 
employees who worked extra 
time during the snowstorm of 
January 7-9. It was noted that 
City Police Chief Jim Craze 
had decided to waive the ad- 
ministrative fee for cars towed 
during the snowstorm in order 
to allow access for emergency 
vehicles. Owners of the ve- 
hicles were still required to pay 
the independent tow truck op- 
erator his fee. 

- Council voted to oppose 
Maryland Senate Bill 3, which 
would require municipal elec- 
tions to occur every four years 
concurrent with state electidns. 
Bram noted that this would re- 
quire Greenbelt councilmembers 
to serve four years rather than 
their present two years. She 
also worried that this would in- 
terject partisan issues into city 
elections, causing federal em- 
ployees in the city to be ineli- 
gible for candidacy.

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OASIS Program at ERHS Offers Scholastic Help

The OASIS Program has 
come to Greenbelt. At the 
beginning of the 1995-96 
school year, Prince George’s 
County Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Jerome Clark an- 
nounced a new program of 
Communities Committed to 
Children. This program in- 
volved setting up locations in 
each “community of schools” 
where children, parents, and 
other members of the commu- 
nity can come for continued 
learning. Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School, considered the 
lead school in the Greenbelt 
cluster, is the site of the OA- 
SIS program. The program 
began in January and will 
continue throughout’ the 
school year. 


Program 


Kristen Keller Pfeltz, Com- 
munity Instructional Special- 
ist, is the coordinator of the 
OASIS program at ERHS. In 


a recent interview, Pfeltz indi- 


cated the program is now un- 
der way, with individual tutor- 
ing being offered on Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings from 6 
to 8 p.m. and on Saturday 
mornings at 10 a.m. _ In addi- 
tion, there are Saturday morn- 
ing computer labs where high 
school students can prepare 
for the SAT tests, 
computerized versions of 
tests. These activities are 
walk-in with no preregistra- 
tion required. 

The February programs 
also included special work- 
shops on diversity, family fun 
with math, aerobics, and 
Black History Month pro- 
grams. Pfeltz said that calen- 
dars of events are sent home 
with each student in kinder- 
garten through 9th grade, and 
the March program informa- 
tion will be available shortly.

The OASIS program is 
staffed almost entirely by vol- 
unteers, sO community in- 


using - 


volvement is required for suc- 
cess. Currently, 35 people 
have volunteered to tutor at 
various grade levels, and all 
have been assigned to stu- 
dents. In addition, the special 
cultural enrichment programs 
that are held during the month 
are provided by members of 
the community. 

Pfeltz is sometimes: hard to 
reach via telephone at ERHS 
because of her job of monitor- 
ing and assisting approxi- 
mately 80 untenured teachers 
who are assigned to the ERHS 
cluster of schools. However, 
she is anxious for more com- 
munity involvement. One way 
to meet with her is to come to 
the school on Tuesday or 
Thursday evenings, when po- 
tential participants and volun- 
teers can observe the activities 
and discuss the program with 
her. Or volunteers may call 
her or leave a message at 513- 
5400. Volunteers from church, 
PTA, business, and senior 
groups, as well as individuals, 
are welcome. In addition, stu- 


dents in grades 7 through 12 
can earn service credit toward 
graduation by volunteering in 
an OASIS Center.

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County Budget for FY 97 


“Depressing, ’

Forecasts for the fiscal years 
1997 County budget are “de- 
pressing,” according to County 
Councilmember Audrey Scott 
who represents the 
councilmanic district that in- 
cludes Greenbelt. Scott and the 
other county councilmembers 
were recently briefed on the 
budget situation by Douglas 
Brown, Director of the County 
Office of Management and 
Budget. Although the shortfall 
between revenues and expendi- 
tures. will not be as great as 
the $108 million deficit which 
the county executive and 
county council had to over- 
come last year, it could be just 
as difficult to deal with. Scott 
believes that it will be even 
more difficult to implement 
cuts mext year, since most de- 
partments and programs have 
already experienced substantial 
reductions in the present bud- 
get, with 100 employees laid 
off. | 

One cause of the budget 
problem is that property tax rev- 
enues will remain at the same 
Recent property reassess- 
ments for tax purposes have de- 
creased by 2.5%. Income tax 
growth is expected to be less 
than 2%. Other major revenue 
sources are expected to remain 
flat, with total revenue expected 
to increase by less than $4 mil- 
lion. 


Expenditure Demands Rise 


On the other hand, expendi- 
ture demands will be far 


_ greater than the revenue in-

creases, possibly exceeding 
them by as much as $50 mil- 
lion. County debt service pay- 
ments alone will increase by 
$6 million. . Normal inflation 
for county costs 1s expected to 
add another $25° million. 
Added to the problem is a 
shortfall in revenues of $7.5 
million in revenues for fiscal 
year 1995 and necessary -in- 
creased expenses above budget 
for this fiscal year for such 
items aS snow removal and 
public safety. The blizzard of 
‘96 depleted. the snow removal 
budget, according to Scott, and 
all other snowstorms have 
added to the deficit. 


School Funds 


Due to an increase in Stu- 
dent enrolment of 3,856, the 
mandated “maintenance of ef- 
forts” requirement for the 
Board of Education will cost 
another $10 million. On top 
the school board has 
requested an additional $49 
million to respond to directives 
of the superintendent to reduce 
class size in all comprehensive 


schools to the equivalent of 25_ 


students to one classroom 
teacher, to fund a health clinic 
at Northwestern High School, 
and to restore one elementary 
school from offices back to 
classroom use. 

With such a bleak outlook, 


Scott believes it is essential to 


contro! labor costs and to limit 
contract costs. She 
notes that County Executive 
Wayne Curry has proposed the 
first of what is expected to be 
a series of austere union pro- 
posals to the Fraternal Order 
of Police. That proposal re- 


says Scott 


sulted in a demonstration of 
police vehicles parading around 
the County Administration 
Building, Scott said. She be- 
lieves the major points of con- 
troversy are reducing the un- 
limited payout of sick leave, 
and the accumulation of six 
months of annual leave. 

To reduce the deficit prob- 
lem, a number of new taxes 
are being proposed. Scott does 
not believe that raising taxes is 
the most prudent solution in 
the long run. She believes that 
the taxes will penalize resi- 
dents and businesses and un- 
dermine the county’s financial 
base. Instead, she believes it 1s 
important to pursue economic 
development initiatives that 
will develop long term rev- 
enues needed to fund public 
safety and education. One ex- 
ample of such an initiative is 
the county’s support of the 
Redskins stadium, which will 
realize an added $7 million in 
tax revenues, according to 
Scott.

“Brightwing” Braves Snow To Sing at New Deal Cafe

Braving the snow, Bnghtwing 
presented a fine program of tra- 
ditional folk songs and folk rock 
at the New Deal Cafe on Friday, 
February 16. The trio favors 
haunting ballads, many from the 
British Isles, with a Celtic flavor 
predominating. A standout was 
the traditional Scottish “Twa 
Corbies,” a dark piece in which 
two crows discuss their plans to 
feast that day on a fallen knight. 

Brightwing has been perform- 
ing for about a year, and is 
sometimes to be heard at a cof- 
fee house on Main Street in 
Laurel. The group’s members, 
Nicole Cooley, Diana Sunday, 
and Dave Landis, also play in a 
larger group called Kiva, which 






specializes in songs of women’s 
spirituality. 


Cooley, Sunday, and Landis 


Red-haired Nicole Cooley of 
Laurel, the lead singer and guitar- 
ist, writes some of the group’s 
original material. Daughter of a 
musician father, Cooley collects 
old folk songs, some of them 
rare, and likes to incorporate them 
into Brightwing’s repertoire. 
Cooley sings in a voice that is 
sweet and true, but she would 
connect more with the audience if 
she looked up at them instead of 
down at the score. 

Singer Diana Sunday of Bowie 


has a splendid voice and a lively 
manner, and provides rhythm on 
an ashiko, a drum of West Afri- 
can design that is similar to a 
conga. “It’s a great drum,” Sun- 
day commented. “You can do a 
lot with it.” Sunday has been in 
the folk scene for “a long 
time—I’ve shared a stage with 
many a great. I also sang rock 
for years, but I got tired of 
smoky bars. Coffee houses are 
terrific. They have a clean at- 
mosphere, and everyone in the 
parking lot is sober and won’t 
drive into your car.” 

Dave Landis of Bowie gives 
Brightwing a unique flavor with 
his fine musicianship. He plays 
Native American flutes, of which 


he has about 20. They use a 
pentatonic scale, and since each 
flute is tuned to a particular key, 
Landis is apt to employ many in 
the course of an evening. “This 
is a traditional instrument that 
makes very soulful music,” he 
explained. “It’s used for play- 
ing Native American music, but 
I found that you could play all 
kinds of folk music on it. Celtic 
music works fine.” Indeed it 
does. Landis’s flute playing is 
one of the strongest points of the 
group, although each of the three 
musicians makes an essential 
contribution. 

The group would like to re- 
turn to the New Deal cafe, and if 
they do Greenbelters will be in 
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ee 
for a treat: Not many got t6 
hear them on February 16; due 
to the snow, attendance was 
sparse. Incidentally, cafe patrons 
should be aware that at present 
the New Deal Cafe cannot afford 
to pay its entertainers, who de- 
pend entirely on tip baskets 
placed on the tables.

disease. There have been six 
cases on BARC, said Badger. 
Deer tick numbers are sky 
high on the center and the 
ticks are being tested for the 
level of infection, he contin- 
ued.. There are a lot of deer 
ticks in Maryland; they are 
viable except im part of De- 
cember, January, and part of 
February. 


Deer Impact on the Woods 


The overpopulation of deer 
has had a dramatic impact on 
the rest of the plants and ani- 
mals that live in the wood- 
lands on BARC. The deer are 
“cleaning out the understory” 
of the woodlands, said 
Horton. They are eating all 
the plants that grow from 
- ground level to as high as the 
deer can reach to eat, about 
ten feet in height. Little 
trees, bushes, vines and the 
lower branches of trees are all 
being eaten. 

Many kinds of animals and 
birds usually live in the low- 
est branches of trees, bushes, 
and on the ground in the for- 
est and these are being driven 
out by lack of shelter and 
food. Reptiles, small mam- 
mals like squirrels and rab- 
bits, and birds such as pheas- 
ant are all affected. 

Birds that build their nests 
high up in trees are also af- 
fected by the deer. These in- 
clude scarlet tanager (red 
body, black wings), warblers 
(tiny birds with bright patches 
of color and black and white), 
and vireos. When deer eat so 
much of the forest plants, 
even birds and animals further 
up in the trees are much 
easier to see. The nests are 
more exposed to predators 
and cowbirds. These birds, 
which are black with brown

heads, find the nests of other 
birds in which to lay their 
eggs. The unsuspecting 
owner of the nest may end up 
raising only a cowbird and 
none of her own. 

Many of these species of 
interior forest nesting birds 
are declining in numbers 
throughout the Americas, a 
fact that has raised concerns 
in the bird-loving community. 
Bird experts count on large 
woodland tracts, such as those 
found on BARC, to provide 
homes for these beleaguered 
birds. 


Council Concerns 


Councilmembers expressed 
concerns about the safety of 
deer hunting so close to the 
boundary of Greenbelt. They 
were also concerned that 
Greenbelt residents go onto 
BARC and could be at risk. 
It was explained that the pub- 
lic hunt was done east of the 
Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way. 

The closest two hunters 
(who are employees of 
BARC) are about 2000 feet 
north of the city boundary 
near Beaver Dam Creek. A 
large field runs north from the 
city boundary to the woods 
along the creek. The hunters 
would be near the northern 
edge of the field.

BARC officials stressed e:

Deer Hunt 


Council heard in detail how 
the public deer hunt was con- 
ducted and how the emphasis 
throughout was on safety. 

In several weeks’ time 750 
people signed up for the hunt. 
Then they had to be processed 
to make sure they had hunting 
licenses, passed a safety 
course, and met BARC’s own 
proficiency test. If they 
handied the gut unsafely dur- 
ing that test, they could not 
hunt on BARC. There are 25 
areas for hunting and hunters 
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Deer have been frequent visitors to the crab apple trees along 


Ridge Road 


are assigned an area on a 
day-to-day basis. They have 
to stay in the area. Usually 
one hunter is assigned per 
area, though there may be 
more, such as father and teen- 
age son. The first deer taken 
must be without antlers. 
Hunters must have on their 
persons a letter from BARC 
giving them permission to 
hunt. By the end of January, 
hunters had killed 399 deter. 

Hunting is done during the 
regular. state hunting season. 
This season lastéd from Octo- 
ber till the end of January. 
Hunting on Sunday is illegal. 
Methods of hunting are speci- 
fied. For example this season 
hunting by shot gun was only 
allowed from Nov. 25 to 
Dec.9. 

Controlled hunting by em- 
ployees has been allowed for 
years on BARC. All shooting 
is done from tree stands, with 
no roaming to hunt permitted. 
Employees who hunt must

Deer shot 
this way are donated to home- 
less shelters. During this hunt- 
ing season 25 carcasses have 
been donated. Badger said the 
best hunters are placed near 
Beaver Dam Creek, since. they 
are so close to buildings and 
animals on BARC, as well as 
to Greenbelt. 


Poachers 


“Where there’s deer there’s 
poachers,” said Horton. The 
state has a 24 hour catch-a- 
poacher hot line that citizens 
can call at 1-800-635-6124. 

There is a poacher problem 
in the area, said Badger. And 
Roberts and Councilmember 
Edward Putens said citizens 
have told them there are poach- 
ers around the area. The shots 
sometimes heard by Greenbelt 
residents may be anything, even 
poachers, since the sound of 
shots can be heard for miles.
